COOKED VS. RAW FOODS. 
HERE are people who sincerely be- 
lieve in eating raw foods. When 
they are questioned it is generally 
found that their notions are hazy, 
and mixed in with them is a good deal 
of mysticism and pseudo science. They 
do have some ground on which to stand. 

Cooking does have a destructive action 
on some vitamins, particularly the vita- 
min which prevents scurvy. It doés re- 
move some food values, particularly 
some of the minerals. It lessens the di- 
‘gestibility of a few foods, for instance, 
cabbage. In cooking, harmful condi- 
ments are sometimes added. Soda is add- 
ed in the cooking of some foods and 
that is harmful. Eating over-hot foods 
may be one contributing cause of cancer 
and, finally, cooking is troublesome, ex- 
pensive and wasteful. 

Those who believe in cooking foods 
have arguments on their side, as well as 
custom. They say cooking does not ma- 
terially harm any vitamin, except that 
which protects against scurvy. If the 
usual diet is not sufficiently pratective 
against scurvy, all we need to do is to 
drink some fruit juice or eat a heavy 
rind fruit, such as an orange. 

It is not necessary to add soda to any 
food in the cooking process. The addi- 
tion of condiments is a matter of taste, 


|and the criticism applies to raw foods as 


well.as to cooked ones. It is overcooked 
cabbage that is indigestible: There is 
no justification for overcooking cabbage, 
or any other food. 

There are methods of cooking that do 
net waste the food elements.. If the 
juice which comes from foods, and even 
the cleaner washings are kept and made 
into soups, liquors and sauces, the charge 
of waste fails. 

There have always been people who 
have wondered about the enduring fond- 
ness for soups. One reason is that 
soups are rich in minerals, vitamins and 
fats—those elements that are sometimes 
washed or leached ‘out in_other cooking 
processes. Pot liquor is @specially valu- 
able because it is a catch bag for all 
these valuable ingredients—ingredients 
which might otherwise be lost. 


In a study of the relative wastefulness 
of different methods of cooking vegeta-

bles, Petersson and Hoppert found the 
following : 


Of thé“four methods tested, steaming 
was the léast wasteful, and boiling in 
an excess of water stood at the other 
end of the line. Pressure cooking and 
ordinary boiling stoéd in between, the 
first named ranking ahead of the second. 

The losses for dry matter and proteins 
were: steaming and pressure cooking, 
15 per cent ; ordinary boiling, 30 per cent; 
boiling in excess water, 40 per, cent. 

Loss in lime: steaming and pressure 
cooking, 10 per cent; two methods of 
boiling, 20 and 30 per cent, 

Loss in phesphorus and tron: steaming 
and pressure cooking, 20 per cent; ordi- 
nary boiling, 35 per cent; boiling in ex~- 
cess of water, 55 per cent. 

Beet greens, cabbage, and spinach lost 
a great deal of iron in being cooked. 
Cooking costs a great of values with 
cabbage, but not with caulifiower. Cel- 
ery, beet greens. and onions also lost 
heavily by being cooked. Spinach re- 
tained its lime well during the cooking 
process. 

The final answer to the raw food advo- 
cates is that cooking protects against the 
bacteria in foods and also against worm 
eggs. It removes the poisons so frequent- 
ly used on fruits and vegetables not all 
of which have been washed off before 


marketing.

“h Sulphur ointment will cure scabies (or- 
dinary itch). The cure is certain and prompt 
if you use the ointment right, and uncertain 
and slow otherwise. 

The sulphur must get into every itch hole. 
That means that every scab must be soaked 
thoroughly rubbed in. 

Some, penetrating sulphur like 
Lumholtz’ s gets into the holes better than 
the ordinary ointment does. The parasites 
in_ the clothing must be killed by heat.

Chicago, March 1.—As a representative 
body of loop property owners who are 
willing to pay their fair ghare of the 
cost of a subway and who want to see 
subway con ction started without de- 
lay, we wish to call your attention to 
the fact that, under the guise of a 
subway plan, certain. interests are now 
preparing to force through the city coun- 
cil the most destructive measure that 
has been attempted in many y ars. 

It is nothing more or less than a plan 
to extend the élevated lines south on 
Wells street from Van Buren to Polk 
street, and thence east on Polk street 
to the present elevated structure. The 
backers of. this plan have the audacity 
to demand that this structure be paid 
for by special assessment, in the face of 
the fact that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property will be 
irreparably damaged and that no prop- 
erty will be benefited, except inat of 
company, 
which will get a connection with the 
proposed new railroad terminal and an 
even tighter strangle hold on‘ the busi- 
ness district. 


. Such an extension would mean that 
the downtown district would continue to 
be strangled by the elevated loop for 
many years to come; that Polk street, 
destined to become a great thorough- 
fare to the west side, would be bare 
ricaded at its eastern end, and that 
Wells. street, sure to be an important 
north-south traffic artery when the river 
straightening is completed, would con- 
tinue to be choked with elevated posts.

Washington, D. C., Mafch 3.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Prediction that congress at 


\the next session will pass a. bill pro- |- 


viding for voluntary consolidation of 
the railroads was made today by Rep- 
resentative Parker [Rep., N.° Y.], 
chairman of the house committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, in 
introducing a new measure represent- 
ing the results of deliberations of the 
committee during the last few months. 

The bill represents a tentative agree- 
ment by members of the committee 
and was introduced at this time as a 
basis for discussion in advance of an 
effort to obtain legislation in the next 
session. 

The bill relieves the mae com- 
merce commission from the task now 
imposed upon it in the preparation of 
a plan for the consolidation of all the 
railroads within the United States. 
Adequate corporate power is granted 
to carriers to carry out consolidations, 
when approved by the interstate com- 


the carrier. 

A flexible procedure is prescribed and 
for each proposed unification there are 
one or more methods in the bill fitted 
to the practical conditions confronting 
the carriers. 

“If the principles of this bill be-
